THW BAH ASSOCIATION ON THE BUCK­ 
LEY CASE. 


1 he I>ar Association of .San Francisco, 
to which the Supreme Court some weeks 
ago referred tiie m atter of the charge that 
eases had lieen advanced upon the calendar 
ot the Court through the influence of a 
political I toss, Chris. Buckley, has reported. 
The Association finds that Buckley did use 
his influence with attorneys in the cases to 
have two certain causes substituted as to 
date of hearing for other cases having 
precedence, and thus earlier decisions of 
the cases were had. and that for such serv­ 
ice Buckler received the plump sum of 
$•>00. 
But the Association finds that no 
member of the Supreme Court was con­ 
cerned in the transaction, or was cognizant 
of it. The .Association finds also that the 
City and County Attorney, Mr. Cowdery, 
took the appeals in the cases, the city being 
defendant in them. After his retiracy from 
the office, he informed the plaintifl’s attor­ 
ney that there was a point in the eases, not 
then made known, which was fatal to the 
plaintiff's actions. 
Thereupon he accepted 
a retaining fee from tlie plaintiff! binding 
1 * 
1 
' 
O 
him not to lie retained by the city and not 
to disclose the fatal point, and the plaint­ 
iff s attorney, W hittemore, was a party to 
the transaction, and paid over the money*. 
These acts the Association holds to lie in 
contempt of court as to Buckley and those 
he dealt with, and it advises the Supreme 
•Court to cite the boss, the plaintiff Bon­ 
net, and a party named Taylor, to whom 
he hail transferred the claims on which 
the actions were based, as security for 
money advanced, before the Court to be 
punished for contempt. The Association 
proffers the < ourt a Committee of lawyers 
to consult with the Attorney-General and 
prosecute the contempt proceedings. Thcv 
also advise that Cowdery and the plaint­ 
iff ’s attorney, W hittemore, l>e cited to show 
cause why they should not be broken at 
the bar for unprofessional conduct in re­ 
gard to the retention of Cowdery in the 
cases. 
This is a pretty keltic of fish, 
it is 
gratifying to know that the report clears 
away the faintest suspicion that may have 
been entertained of the Court having any 
part 
in 
the 
matter, 
i t 
is 
equally 
gratifying to know that the lawyers of San 
Francisco have the courage to condemn 
unprofessional conduct, and te hold some 
of their own members to examination for 
" ‘i;tt aPpcars to he a very scaly proceeding. 
orse by far than the pretension o f Buck­ 
ley that he could procure an early decision 
from tlie ( ourt, i- the charge that the ex­ 
City Attorney took a fee not to disclose a 
point fatal to the case of one suing the city 
which he had but lately served as an at- j 
t >rney. 
If the knowledge he had of the ! 
Jioint, lie acquired as the people’s repre­ 
sentative, it was worse than unprofessional 
for him to secrete it. True, he was uotCitv 
Attorney when the apj>eals were heard, . 
but he took the appeals, and presumably j 
then knew of the [mint that would prove i 
fatal to plaintiff’s case, if it was raised in 
the Supreme Court. 
lie had, therefore, no ! 
right to accept a fee uot to disclose that | 
knowledge. 
This is the judgm ent of hjs 1 
own association, and if it is confirmed by '■ 
the Supreme Court he ought to be, and I 
doubtless will be punished. 
But until the 


Court finds this charge by the Association 
to 
l>e 
verity, 
any 
judgm ent 
must 
be 
hypothetical. 
For 
the 
sake 
of 
the profession it is to be ho[>ed that the 
lawyers implicated by the report may be 
able to exculpate themselves when brought 
to the bar. 
But upon the assumption that 
the association is correct in its finding of 
facts and its condemnation of W hittemore 
and Cowdery it is difficult to conceive of 
any escape for them, except it may be 
through the inadequacy of the law to meet 
their cases. 
If that shall prove to be the 
ease a note should be made of the weak 
spot in the statute, that it may l>e corrected 
bv the next Legislature. 
The report of 
the Bar Association will go a long way to 
dignify the l>ar of San Francisco, and com­ 
mand respect from the people for the pro­ 
fession, than which there is no other com­ 
missioned with so many sacred trusts, and 
no other that needs to adhere more closely 
to a rigid code of moral ethics.

CHINA ESTOPPED. 


The New York Press of yesterday, sav 
the dispatches, expresses the hope th at the 
Chinese Consul will push his claim for in­ 
demnity for the Bock Springs massacre. It 
believes th at by that means, and :t large 
sum being paid, the 
blackguards and 
scoundrels who perpetrated the outrage 
will !>e soonest convinced of the inutility 
of their sport. T hat the criminals who 
mobbed and killed the Chinese should be 
punished to the full extent of the law, no 
one will gainsay. 
B ut the New York Star 
is correct when it says th at it was an as­ 
sault of one class of foreigners upon an­ 
other class of foreigners, and that the 
ehiefest concern of the United States is 
that it happened upon our soil. 
We some 
time ago pointed out that the Government 
cannot he held res|>onsible to the extent of 
paying China life indem nity ; for the Chi­ 
nese Government itself has set the prece­ 
dent of refusal. 
In the ease of the massa­ 
cre of foreigners in China iu 1873, in which 
several Americans perished, the Chinese 
Government answered in damages for all 
property destroyed, but tlatlv refused to 
make good our demand for indemnity for 
American lives lost. 
It based th at refusal 
upon what it claimed to he principles of 
international law, and after some years of 
protesting the American Government ac­ 
quiesced, and the rule between the Gov­ 
ernments may thus be accepted as settled. 
By it China is estopped from making the 
claim the Press is anxious to see swelled 
to startling proportions. 
The diplomatic 
correspondence regarding the massacre of 
1873 will he produced whenever the Chi­ 
nese representative prefers his demand, and 
it will effectually and at once close his 
mouth. 
But even* if the claim should 
he held good, and the liability of this 
Government admitted, how can the pay­ 
ment of a large sum to China in act 
as a restraining influence upon such men 
in the labor ranks as resort to brute force 
to drive out Chinese workers? The bur­ 
den of payment would not fall upon them 
—they would not feel, even indirectly, the 
punishment such a draft upon the public 
funds would inflict. 
Indeed, it is safe to 
say that such “sm arting” of the country 
would he taken by them to be helpful to 
their cause, tending to rouse the people 
against Chinese labor, as the root of the 
whole matter. 
Men who mob Chinese 
and murder them are not sensitive to any 
such punishment of the public treasury as 
that proposed. 
The criminal Court, the 
dungeon and the rope alone have terrors 
for their kind. 


T iik French diplomats are probably cor. 
rect in their view of the outbreak in Rou- 
melia, th at it will unite England and 
h ranee, for the rising is as they estimate 
unquestionably a scheme that has for its 
ultim ate the partition of Turkey, and that 
there is some flame for this smoke is evi­ 
denced by the fail in international se­ 
curities that set in upon the announcement 
of the resolution, Turkish shares declining 
from two to five per cent. 
It is quite sig­ 
nificant, too, that the event should excite 
jubilation in Russia. 
Before the close of 
the week we shall probably know precisely 
what the policy of England will be in the 
matter, and it is not too much to 
from that quarter a protest.

W e place no credence in the story that 
St. John has been promised by the Ad­ 
ministration anything he wants in the 
way of removals and appointments. 
Presi­ 
dent Cleveland is not a fool, and the idea 
that he would farm out Federal offices in 
the west to St. John to enable the latter to 
punish his enemies is simply rot.

M ercu ry fo r V in ey a rd s. 
?: 
Morse, Special Inspector for the 
\ tticultural Commission, has been experi­ 
menting with the mercurial m ixture as a 
remedy for phylloxera. H e has sent three 
communications to C. A. Wetmorc Chief 
Executive Yiticultural Officer, detailing his 
experiments and the results. 
The vine­ 
yard on which these were conducted is one 
mile east from Sonoma. 
The soil is a 
strong, dark loam, four to eight feet deep 
and shading gradually into a gravelly sub­ 
soil. The vines, of the old Mission variety, 
were eight feet apart and infected in such a 
m anner that only a part of each small plot 
treated by the different methods was no- 
tieably affected by the phylloxera. Eighteen 
plans (>f treatment were tried, differing in 
the amount of mixture applied or the 
manner of its application. 
In the first ex­ 
periments basins were dug about the trunk 
and roots of the vine, and the mercury in 
varying quantities mixed with so ifp u t 
therein. 
No positive effect was noticeable, 
and a further application of the m ixturein 
furrows run between the vines was also 
without result. The experiment was varied 
by plowing furrows close to the vines, 
running double furrows, cross furrows, 
varying the am ount of the m ixture used 
and putting some of it on the surface of 
the ground, but with no noticeable result. 
1 he phylloxera continued as abundant as 
usual, with some dead insects occasionally 
found. An application in crowbar holes 
six inches from the vine and twenty-four 
inches deep was next tried, and subsequent 
examination showed a colony of insects 
with a number dead and injured appar­ 
ently poisoned from the same spot on the 
root, otherwise there was no apparent 
effect. 
Some of the Mission vines wore taken 
up, replaced by Chasselas and Zinfandel 
rooted cuttings, and these subjected to 
like treatment, but the phylloxera again 
appeared. 
Several private individuals have experi­ 
mented with this m ixture in the manner 
above described, but in no ease has am- 
decided effect been noticeable. 
Mr. Morse 
has also experimented in the vineyard of 
the University of California and iii other 
places with sim ilar results to the above, 
and concludes that the remedy is in­ 
effectual.—[8an Francisco Bulletin.

This morning, however, the body 
was identified as that of John P. Kelly, a 
native of New York, 29 years old, and m ar­ 
ried. Death tvas from heart disease. 
John McNulty, a native of New York, 
aged 22, was found dead at about li o’clock 
this morning in the doorway of the house 
No. 724 Jackson street. 
The cause of his 
demise is at present unknown. 
He was 
unmarried, and was employed as a waiter 
in a Montgomery-street restaurant.

Hansing, a German, 50 years old, commit­ 
ted suicide tins morning near the corner of 
Fourth and Minna streets, by shooting 
him self in the head. The revolver with 
which he did the deed is a large 44-caliber 
Smith A Wesson, and the tullet passed 
through the skull, scattering his brains 
about in a sickening manner, and then 
found its way into a bakery near by, but 
fortunately did no damage. The man is 
supposed to have been insane, as he left a 
letter, written in very poor German, stating 
that certain parties were after his life; that 
they had attempted to kill him several 
times, and that lie was better off' dead than 
iu such misery, hence his suicide.

September 21st.—Mrs. Burke, 
wife of 1Í. J. Burke, a miner in Leadville, 
Col., attempted to light a fire with coal oil 
at 11 a . m . to-day. The result was a sad 
tragedy. ^ She was at the cabin of a miner 
named Chatham, who works at the Tough 
Nut mine. Mrs. Chatham was lying sick. 
Mrs. Burke desired to make her some tea, 
and, making use of the ootil oil can, it ex­ 
ploded, setting fire to the Avonian's dress 
and to the house. E. S. McNulty, a miner 
living next door, heard the report, and, 
looking out. discovered the fire. He rushed 
into the house, seized the two women, who 
seemed paralyzed with fear, and dragged 
them from the burning room. AVhile en­ 
deavoring to extinguish the flames which 
were consuming Mrs. Burke’s clothes, Mrs. 
Chatham started to rush back into the 
house to save a trank. McNulty turned 
xr°m , ^ rs* Burke to prevent her, when 
Mrs. Burke, burning as she was, rushed 
into the house to save her child, which she 
supposed was in the flames, but which was 
safe in the yard at the time. 
McNulty 
again entered the llames, took Mrs. Burke, 
now terribly burned, and again brought 
her out of the fire. Others had, in the 
meantime, arrived, and Mrs. Burke was 
cared for. She is now dying. Mrs. Chat­ 
ham was burned about the teet somewhat 
seriously. 
McNulty, whose agility and 
danng saA*ed both women from immediate 
death, was burned on the hand only, his 
woolen clothing protecting him from al­ 
most momentary contact with the fiantes. 
The total loss xvill am ount to $l,<XXi or 
$1.200. The building burnt like tinder. 
The tire department eouid do nothing.

R a llo o n R a c e. 
A t Woodward’s Gardens yesterday after­ 
noon there were two balloon ascensibns, 
which seemed to delight the many specta­ 
tors of the alleged race. 
The Eclipse, in 
charge of Professor J. II. Whiteside, and 
containing 60,000 feet of gas, rose about 3 
o'clock. Seven minutes later the City of 
London, in charge of Professor I’. A. Van 
Tassell, started after it. The balloons took 
a southeasterly course over the Bay. Pro­ 
fessor P. A. Van Tassell came to a ’landing 
about 6 o'clock. Speaking of the trip to a 
Post reporter, lie said : “ I used my ballast 
as economically as I could, but about 6 
o’clock, when the sun went down, the gas 
seemed to collapse, and down the balloon 
came. We were over water at the time, 
and I said to myself. ' I may as well get my 
clothes off,’ and I did. Well, I went into 
the water, and made up my m ind to stay 
by her. She dragged me about a mile in 
the water, sometimes putting me under 
and at last I made a landing in good shape 
near Mount Eden. 
The people around 
there were all very kind to me. I got the 
balloon on to a wagon all right, and this 
morning reached Woodward's Gardens. 
I 
lost sight of Whiteside’s balloon about half 
an hour before 1 landed, and am somewhat 
nervous about him . H e had the best bal­ 
loon. 
f built her myself, and will guaran­ 
tee to go 1,000 miles in her in anv sort of 
current.” 
The balloon Eclipse, containing Professor 
\\ hiteside and C. Ñve, lauded several miles 
from the city, on the ranch of Captain C.C. 
Scott, located on the line o f the railroad. 
In getting out of the balloon when it struck 
the ground, Professor Whiteside wrenched 
his ankle, anil his companion injured one 
of his feet slightly. They report having 
had a pleasant trip.—[S. F. Post, September

The R eco rd-U n io n says: “ One billion 
and a quarter of dollars in gold lias gone to 
augment the wealth of the nation out of 
the gold mines of the Sierra, 
in wresting 
it from the l’actolean streams of the hills 
and the bowels of the mountains, man has 
so modified the processes of nature as to 
work great damage to tlie navigable streams 
of California. It is clear, therefore, that 
the nation owes it to honest and just deal­ 
ing with California to care for these injured 
free highways, and restore them to and 
preserve their navigable integrity.” 
The gold which has come out of the Si­ 
erra has not remained in California. It has 
not remained in the hands of t he men who 
took it from the ground. It has been passed 
into the channels of commerce all over the 
civilized world. 
But, unfortunately, the 
earth from which this gold has been washed 
remains in the State. 
It is spread over 
thousands of acres of land in the upper 
part of the Sacramento valley, and has 
gradually moved down into tlie rivers and 
bays leading to tlie ocean. Most of the 
gold is gone, but the bulk of the debris re­ 
mains. We do not say that the world owes 
California anything for the gold taken out 
of its mountains. That gold lias been pur­ 
chased once at its market value, 
it now 
belongs entirely to the persons who have 
possession of 
it.

California 
conferred 
upon 
the 
world 
a 
great 
benefit. The interests of the State would 
have been served if hydraulic mining had 
been stopped as soon as its destructive char­ 
acter was demonstrated. 
It would have 
been better not to wait until therivers were 
so full iliat an old-fashioned rainstorm is 
certain to cause an overflow. But the de­ 
mand for gold was insatiate, and the Sierra 
was one of the few localities where gold 
could he mined with profit. The State is 
now confronted with the consequences of 
perm itting hydraulic mining to tie prose­ 
cuted after its results became apparent. 
If not another cubic foot of earth should be 
moved from its bed, the debris now scat­ 
tered between tlie mines and the navigable 
portion of the river is sufficient for its de­ 
struction. Stopping 
hydraulic 
mining 
should he followed immediately by a well 
devised system of reclamation. The cost 
of the work necessary to save the river can­ 
not be closely estimated, but it will reach 
into the millions. The nation appropriates 
from its treasury money to remove obsta­ 
cles from rivers, sm aller streams and har­ 
bors, to create water-ways, deepen harbors, 
and in other ways facilitate transportation. 
Some millions are being spent now on New 
York Harbor, and other millions on the 
Mississippi. The expectation that the same 
beneficent Government will lend a helping 
hand when our needs are made known to 
Congress will, we are confident, be real­ 
ized.—[San Francisco Call, September 18th.

C ity T r u ste e s . 
The Board of City Trustees m et in regu­ 
lar session yesterday morning, all the mem­ 
bers present. 
The report of the Chief Engineer of the 
W ater-works showed thai the machinery 
had been in operation 108 hours during the 
past week, and 30,054,0ou gallons of water 
pumped. 
A resolution was passed declaring it to 
he the intention of the Board to have a 
vitrified ironstone-pipe sewer constructed 
in the alley between I and J, from Third 
to Fourth street, together with connections 
and branches and flush tank at Fourth 
street. 
Robert Miller was granted ten days fur­ 
ther tim e in which to complete the grading 
and graveling of Third street, from 1. to M. 
The Street Commissioner reported hav­ 
ing had the drainage canal cleared from 
Sixth street to the Riverside road. The 
sediment was carted away bv Daniel Flint, 
who regards it as an excellent fertilizer! 
The canal will he cleared below the road if 
the farmers will take a wav the sediment 
that is thrown out. 
T. C. Churchman reported that the well 
he was boring was down 125 feet, and he 
would sink it to a depth of 220 instead of 
200 feet if allowed to make a nine inch 
bore instead oí a ten. The Board gave 
their consent. The water rises to within 
ten feet of the surface, and appears to come 
from a depth of sixty feet. The bottom of 
the well is in very hard pipe clav, and Mr. 
Churchman says it is the hardest boring 
he has ever encountered in this section. 
After allowing a large num ber of hills 
the Board adjourned. 


NEW P ostmaster.—Tlie dispatches from 
W ashington yesterday brought the news of 
a change in the Postmaster in this city. It. 
P. Stephens being appointed to the posi­ 
tion in place of Mr. Green, suspended. Of 
course there was no occasion whatever for 
the suspension of our present Postmaster, 
except from a political standpoint, that “to 
the victors belong the spoils. 
The Sacra­ 
mento Postoffice affords a salary of $5,000 
per year, which, notwithstanding the profes­

The new Post­ 
master is well known to every one, having 
ably served the county in the Legislature, 
is a sterling and thoroughly reliable busi­ 
ness man. and will unquestionably make a 
most excellent officer in every respect. As 
to bis party standing, he has always been a 
Democrat of the Democrats, and lias ever 
held a leading position, not only in the 
party’s councils in the city and county, but 
in the State. 
Mr. Stephens’ innumerable 
friends—in botli parties—will expect to see 
a model administration of the office. 


S e r ic u l t i k e .—Mrs. Louise Reinzi,’ one 
of the Commissioners of the California 
Board of Silk Culture, who has had charge 
of the Board's exhibit at the State fair, and 
which display attracted so much attention, 
returned to San Francisco yesterday. She 
has recently received a letter from á Direc­ 
tor of the Journal of Cominera' and Sericult­ 
ure at Milan, asking for information con­ 
cerning the silk industry in the 1’nited 
States, and especially upon the Pacific coast. 
He writes that a col ny of expert cul­ 
tivators of the silkworm and the mulberry- 
tree, from Italy, would gladly come to this 
coast for the purpose of engaging in seri­ 
culture if opportunities are favorable. In­ 
quiries were made as to the kinds and 
quantities of mulberry trees now grown 
here, as that would be the essential basis 
for an experimental effort or colony. Until 
mulberry trees are grown in sufficient quan­ 
tity to furnish food for an extended culti­ 
vation of the silkworms, no successful 
movement, he remarks, could be made. 
He also inquired whether the Cattuneo 
mulberry was grown here, and suggests 
that from recent experience in that country 
this comparatively new variety has proven 
superior to all others, on account ol being 
more hardy and certain to succeed in al­ 
most any climate. H e regards it much bet­ 
ter than the Japanese, which, until the 
Oattaneo was cultivated, was considered the 
leading tree. In addition to being more 
hardy, it also affords greater abundance of 
foliage 
Mrs. Reinzi says 1 hat it is proba­ 
ble importations of plants of these trees 
will be made necessary.

The State Board of Equalization lias 
completed its canvass of count}- assess­ 
ments and equalized the same, so that in 
their estimation the property throughout 
California is assessed in about the same 
ratio. The county of Sacramento was not 
touched, and Assessor Griffitts was com­ 
plimented by the Board for the efficient 
m anner in which lie had discharged the 
duties of the office of County Assessor. 
Nine counties were raised as follows:

15 per cent., $758,223; Lake, 10 per cent.,

E x e c u t i v e P ardons.—Governor Stone- 
man yesterday granted the following par­ 
dons : W alter Arrison, who was convicted 
of an attem pt to commit rape at the Febru­ 
ary term of the Superior Court of Tehama 
county, 1884, and sentenced to five vears’ 
imprisonment in San Quentin. The Board 
ot State Prison Directors unanimously rec­ 
ommended it, on the ground that the Su­ 
perior Judge who sentenced him, and 
many respectable citizens of Tehama 
county, assert in petition that the testi­ 
mony upon which Arrison was found 
guilty was of doubtful character, and there 
is grave uncertainty of his guilt. Also of 
Charles Jones, convicted in the same coun­ 
ty at the December term of the Superior 
Court, 1883, ot burglary in tlie second de­ 
gree, and sentenced to four years’ impris­ 
onment. upon the recommendation of tlie 
Board of Prison Directors. Their reasons 
for asking the pardon, briefly stated, are as 
follows : lie was a boy onlv 14 vears of age 
at the time the crime was’ committed, did 
not belong to the criminal class, did not 
realize the importance of bis deed, and has 
been sufficiently ¡ unished.

for the arrest of the speaker, hut th e crowd 
prevented several attem pts o f th e police, 
and it was only after hours of fighting th at 
th ey succeeded in capturing M ahon, Secre­ 
tary of th e Socialist 
League, and th e 
stew ard of a G erm an club. 
T hey also a r­ 
rested 
six 
spectators. 
On 
th e 
w ay 
to the 
police 
station, 
a 
crowd 
fol­ 
lowed the police and 
th eir prisoners, 
hooting and m aking repeated rushes at 
them in endeavoring to release 
their 
friends. 
Tire police, however, stood th e ir 
ground well, m aking a free use o f th eir 
clubs, and finally landing their prisoners 
in the lock-up, 
T housands collected in 
th e Gourt-room this m orning, w hen the 
prisoners were brought before th e m agis­ 
trate for hearing, and the constant efforts 
o f a large force o f police were required to 
keep order. 
Vociferous cheers greeted 
each w ell-know n Socialist on 
his a p ­ 
pearance in 
th e 
dock. 
O ne o f th e 
prisoners was discharged, and another, w ho 
had assaulted a policem an, was sentenced 
to two m onths at hard labor. 
K itts, one of 
th e speakers, was fined one sovereign, o r in 
default, sentenced to a fortnight’s im pris­ 
onm ent. O thers were fined tw o sovereigns, 
or given a nionih in prison. 
A t a m eeting 
of the league to-night, resolutions wore 
adopted condem ning th e sentences as u n ­ 
just, and th e result of police perjury.
